The  enrollment  this  year  in  all  grades  is  the  lowest  since  1931.  W^hile 
it  is  true  that  the  school  enrollment  is  lower  this  year  than  for  several 
years  in  nearly  all  towns  in  the  state,  the  decreased  winter  population  in 
Bethlehem  is  probably  the  principal  reason  for  the  drop  in  school  mem- 
bership here.  The  high  school  enrollment  is  52  and  the  present  member- 
ship is  48. 

The  following  figures  are  the  record  of  the  medical  inspection  of  last 
year,  and  of  the  number  of  defects  treated  and  corrected.

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Dr.  Page  and  Miss  Bryant  try  to  exercise  all  possible  measures  for  the 
prevention  and  for  the  treatment  of  disease  among  your  pupils.  The 
record  of  remedial  work  is  evidence  of  Miss  Bryant's  efforts  for  health 
improvement.  Miss  Bryant  is  anxious  that  funds  from  some  source  will 
be  available  to  do  even  more  remedial  work  than  was  done  last  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  last  winter  affected  the  school  at- 
tendance for  two  or  three  weeks  seriously.  Experience  in  larger  com- 
munities has  shown  that  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  among  school 
children  is  not  increased,  probably  better  controlled,  with  school  in  session 
and  with  strict  quarantine  regulations  in  effect  in  all  families  affected. 
During  the  continuance  of  scarlet  fever  in  town  the  school  physician, 
school  nurse  and  health  officer  checked  all  reports  of  cases  and  made 
every  effort  to  check  the  disease.  They  were  in  constant  touch  with  the 
school  officials  after  school  was  reopened  until  the  last  cases  were  out 
of  quarantine. 

A  hot  cup  of  cocoa  or  soup  has  been  furnished  to  all  pupils  at  cost  dur- 
ing the  noon  lunch  period  in  the  winter  months.  Pupils  who  could  not 
afford  to  pay  for  this  have  not  been  refused  the  benefit  of  it.  A  few- 
pupils  have  been  provided  with  sandwiches.  Interested  citizens  have 
made  this  phase  of  health  work  possible.  No  Federal  funds  for  luncheons 
or  milk  have  been  available.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  nearly  all  pupils 
bring  milk  from  home  the  teachers  have  not  advocated  providing  the  milk 
at   public   expense. 

Headmaster  Cummings  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Sunapee,  and 
Miss  Tewksbury  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Littleton.  Mr.  Edwin 
Betz  was  elected  to  the  headmastership,  and  Miss  Dorothy  Colman  to  suc- 
ceed Miss  Tewksbury.  Mr.  Betz  is  a  graduate  of  New  Hampshire  Uni- 
versity and  has  attended  summer  school  at  Bates  College.  He  was  in- 
structor in  science  at  Franklin  High  School  for  nine  years  and  submaster 
for  most  of  that  period.  He  was  highly  recommended  by  Superintendent 
Libbey  and  Headmaster  Barrett  of  Franklin.  He  has  already  proved 
himself  an  able  administrator  and  a  successful  teacher  and  leader  of 
young  people.  Miss  Colman  is  a  graduate  of  New  Hampshire  University 


in  the  class  of  1937  with  majors  in  physical  education  and  mathematics. 
She  has  made  a  good  beginning  in  her  classroom  work  and  has  been  very 
successful  in  her  leadership  of  the  girls  in  basketball  and  gymnasium 
work.  No  other  changes  have  occurred  in  your  staff.  All  of  the  teachers 
are  doing  good  classroom  work  and  are  cooperating  in  making  the  extra- 
curricular activities  of  the  school  successful. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  program  of  studies  during  the  past 
year.  A  revised  English  outline  for  grades  seven  to  twelve  has  been  pre- 
sented by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  study  and  adoption  by  the 
high  schools.  This  outline  is  being  followed  as  closely  as  possible.  During 
the  past  three  years  our  mathematics  program  has  been  revised  and  ex- 
tended through  the  four  years  of  high  school.  It  includes  general  mathe- 
matics in  grade  nine,  algebra  in  grade  ten,  geometry  in  grade  eleven 
and  advanced  algebra  and  solid  geometry  or  trigonometry  in  grade  twelve. 
The  science  program  also  extends  through  the  four  years — physiography 
in  grade  nine,  biology  in  grade  ten,  chemistry  in  grade  eleven,  and  physics  in 
grade  twelve.  The  program  in  social  science  includes  history  of  civilization 
or  world  history  in  grade  nine,  commercial  geography  and  history  in  grade 
ten,  modern  European  history  in  grade  eleven,  U.  S.  Constitutional  History 
in  grade  twelve  and  courses  in  economics  and  sociology  in  grades  eleven 
and  twelve.  The  work  of  the  commercial  department  extends  through 
the  four  years  of  high  school.  The  commercial  work  is  the  only  provision 
for  practical  arts  courses  in  your  high  school.  It  is  probable  that  over  a 
five  year  period  more  pupils  would  profit  from  courses  in  home  economics 
and  in  mechanic  arts  than  in  commercial  subjects.  You  have  discussed 
this  with  me  at  different  school  board  meetings.  The  cost  of  equipment 
for  these  courses  and  the  additional  teacher  time  required  have  seemed 
to  be  the  main  reasons  for  not  introducing  more  practical  arts  subject 
matter  into  the  program  of  studies.  A  study  of  finances  indicates  that 
a  beginning  can  be  made  very  soon  to  make  the  high  school  program 
of  studies  more  practical  for  the  pupils  without  increasing  the  school  dis- 
trict appropriation.  In  any  case  money  spent  for  the  youth  of  your  high 
school  in  practical  arts  courses  will  be  very  wisely  spent. 
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A  bulletin  on  Safety  Education  will  be  published  soon  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  This  bulletin  will  be  of  use  to  teachers  in  elementary 
grades  and  in  some  departments  of  the  high  school  in  suggesting  out- 
lines for  safety  lessons  in  correlation  with  other  classroom  subjects.  Special 
emphasis  is  being  placed  on  spelling  and  handwriting  in  the  elementary 
grades  this  year. 

This  year  some  of  the  classrooms  have  been  painted.  Some  work  has 
been  required  on  the  gymnasium  floor  and  on  the  school  grounds.  The 
floor  in  the  unused  basement  room  has  been  treated  and  the  room  is  now 
used  by  pupils  for  roller  skating.  Other  minor  repairs  have  been  made. 
New  equipment  has  been  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  physics  and  biology 
classes. 

Next  summer  several  more  classrooms  should  be  painted.  A  program  of 
painting  several  rooms  each  year  has  been  adopted  to  keep  this  phase  of 
repair  expenditures  somewhat  even.  A  unit  heater  should  be  installed 
in  the  basement  room  if  pupils  are  to  use  it  for  games  other  than  roller 
skating.  Some  work  should  be  done  to  make  the  land  in  back  of  the  school 
building  a  better  playground.  Some  playground  equipment  should  be 
purchased  for  the  use  of  the  elementary  pupils. 

The  Electric  Furnace  Man  (stoker)  installed  in  May  1936  by  the 
Northern  Coal  Company  did  not  prove  entirely  satisfactory.  In  November 
you  accepted  the  offer  of  the  Northern  Coal  Company  to  remove  this 
stoker  and  to  install  one  to  use  in  the  burning  of  soft  coal.  The  Northern 
Coal  Company  made  this  change  with  no  cost  to  the  school  district. 
The   present  installation  is   giving  highly  satisfactory   service. 

Last  June  the  school  year  closed  with  a  deficit  of  approximately 
$1,500.00.  The  deficit  at  the  close  of  this  year  will  be  less  than  half 
of  that.  With  the  budget  presented  for  next  year  closely  adhered  to  and 
with  a  school  district  appropriation  of  $29,000.00  the  treasurer's  accounts 
should  balance  in  June  1939.  The  equalized  valuation  of  the  school  dis- 
trict is  $3,554,801.00.  An  appropriation  of  $29,000  is  a  tax  of  8:15  per 
thousand  dollars  on  this  equalized  valuation.     Last  year  Bethlehem  was 


fifteenth,  from  lowest  to  highest,  of  the  241  school  districts  in  the  state 
in  the  cost  of  education  per  $1,000.00  of  equalized  valuation  based  on 
current  expenditures.  You  are  justified  in  asking  for  this  tax  for  school 
purposes. 

I  thank  you  for  another  year  of  helpful  cooperation  in  my  efforts  to 
serve  your  schools.

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Headmaster's  Report 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  my  annual  report  and  summary  of  work.  The  total 
enrollment  for  the  present  year  is  fifty-two.  There  are  nine  seniors, 
nine  juniors,  seventeen  sophomores,  thirteen  freshmen,  three  post-gradu- 
ates, and  one  special  student.  Of  the  above,  three  sophomores  and  one 
post-graduate  have  dropped  out  of  school. 

Th  percent  of  attendance  has  been  very  good  considering  the  large 
number  whose  school  work  is  frequently  interrupted  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term,  and  the  severe  mid-winter  epidemic  of  colds.  The  num- 
ber of  tardinesses  per  pupil  is  unusually  low,  although  in  isolated  cases 
it  is  altogether  too  high. 

While  our  program  of  studies  is  limited  in  home  economics  and  shop 
instruction,  it  is  varied  enough  to  fit  the  needs  of  all  boys  and  girls  at- 
tending a   modern  high   school. 

Our  extra  curricular  activities  include  golf,  basketball,  dramatics, 
baseball,  glee  club,  and  winter  sports.  We  hope  to  organize  the  sport 
of  soft  ball  for  girls  and  track  for  boys  in  the  spring.  Over  two-thirds 
of  the  student  body  is  participating  in  some  form  of  organized  sport. 
This  is  a  fine  thing  because  the  extra  curricular  activities  program  plays 
an  important  part  in  the  education  of  our  boys  and  girls.  Although 
the  teams  have  not  been  as  successful  as  in  other  years,  I  am  pleased  at 
the  fine  sportsmanship  and  cooperation  shown.  The  athletic  program  is 
now  being  extended  to  the  lower  grades. 

Because  of  our  limited  budget  an  activities  association  has  been  formed 
whereby  each  student  pays  ten  cents  per  week  during  the  fall  term,  five 
cents  per  week  during  the  winter  term,  and  ten  cents  per  week  during 
the   spring   term.      In    return    every    student    in    high    school    is   admitted 
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without  charge  to  all  school  games  and  functions.  Unless  the  school 
district  appropriates  money  for  athletics,  an  activities  program  is  the 
only  solution.  We  are  carrying  over  a  debt  from  previous  years  of 
$66.50  I  hope  that  next  year  we  will  be  able  to  buy  much  needed  warm- 
up   suits   for  the   boys  and  girls  on  our   teams. 

School  socials,  which  I  think  have  been  somewhat  neglected  in  the 
past,  form  an  important  part  of  the  extra  curricular  activities.  Through 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Everett  Stone,  an  automatic  victrola 
has  been  given  the  school.  The  boys  and  girls  have  derived  much  pleasure 
from  this  machine,  using  it  at  school  socials  and  at  noon  every  day.  Because 
of  the  importance  of  social  intercourse  and  social  graces  in  life,  the 
foundation  for  them  should  be  laid  in  school.  All  school  activities  both 
athletic  and  social  are  carefully  supervised  by  the  teachers. 

Although  you  undoubtedly  have  heard  much  about  your  splendid  school 
in  the  past,  I  cannot  help  marvel  at  the  unusual  opportunities  afforded 
your  boys  and  girls.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  make  them  realize  their  op- 
portunities more  and  more. 

The  senior  class  is  planning  a  class  trip  sometime  in  May.  Although 
I  have  cooperated  with  the  present  senior  class  in  raising  money  for  their 
trip,  I  do  not  believe  that  other  classes  should  be  encouraged  to  make 
them.  The  educational  benefits  do  not  justify  the  large  expense  involved. 
The  expense  of  graduation  is  great  enough  without  additional  costs  of 
a  trip. 

It  is  customary  for  both  junior  and  senior  classes  to  have  a  dance 
involving  an  expensive  orchestra  each  year.  While  I  approve  of  school 
socials,  I  believe  that  one  big  dance  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  enough. 

While  school  is  part  of  life  itself,  I  believe  it  is  the  responsibility  of 
each  pupil  to  do  his  work  faithfully  and  conscientiously.  To  get  the 
most  out  of  school,  and  that  is  the  least  that  should  be  expected,  the 
program  demands  that  each  pupil  do  at  least  two  hours  of  home  study 
every  night.     I  cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  this  point.     While  it  is  the 
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function  of  the  public  schools  to  educate  the  children  of  all  the  people, 
the  few  who  go  to  higher  schools  should  not  be  neglected.  It  is  the 
criticism  of  all  high  school  students  who  go  to  college  that  proper  study 
habits  were  not  learned  in  high  school. 

I  feel  grateful  for  the  splendid  cooperation  of  teachers,  Mr.  Norman, 
and  the  pupils  of  the  Bethlehem  school.  I  consider  myself  fortunate  to 
have  had  a  predecessor  who  has  laid  such  a  good  foundation. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  show  my  appreciation  for  your  help  and  the  many 
fine  things  you  have  done  to  make  my  school  year  such  a  pleasant  one. 
To  the  school  board  and  citizens  of  Bethlehem,  I  extend  my  thanks  for 
the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  shown  throughout  the  past  year.
